STRIKE. 


ARMED PATROLS IN 
BARCELONA.

From FREUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT, 


| « MAPRID, Tuesday. 
OLLOWING the official announcement 
of the final result of the Spanish 
elections, a revolutionary general strike 
has been declared at Coria (Caceres), 
about 200 miles west of Madrid, near the 

Portuguese frontier. 

Telephone and telegraph lines have been 
cut and shock police are being rushed to 
the scene from Caceres. 

The final official results of the Spanish 
elections are as follows:— 

Right Wing—207. 

- Centre (including 98 Radicals)—167. 
Left (including 60 Socialists)—99. 
Total seats in new Cortes—4753. 
Disturbances are reported from various 

parts of the country, and the situation is 

one of extreme gravity.

Barcelona, where a “ state of pre- 
"” has been proclaimed, a strict 
censorship is in force, and the 
Governor-General has issued an _ulti- 
matum to the transport strikers to resume 
work by 6 p.m. to-day under fear 
of. immediate dismissal. Those who 
return, it is announced, will be afforded 
armed escort. It is expected that only a 
snizll portion of them (about 400) are 
likely to comply, and the situation is re- 
garded as critical. 

Following the cloner gore, i of a “ state 
of prévention,”” armed patrols are in the 
streets, and the authorities have closed the 
trade unions’ headquarters and the Work- 
men’s Club. 

Jn the town of Tarrasa many arrests 
have been made, including 30 women, at 
an’ anarchist meeting.

OBITUARY. 


LIEUTENANT-GENERAL SIR 
F. T. CLAYTON, 

The Times states that Lieutenant-General 
Sir Frederick Thomas Clayton has died at 
Farnborough Park, Hants at the age of 78. 
He spent most of his active career in the 
Army Service Corps. Entering the Army in 
1876, he saw service in the Bechuanaland 
expedition, 1884-85; in the Ashanti expedi- 
tion, 1895-6. and in the South African War, 
1899-1902, when he took part in the advance 
on Kimberley.

SUGGESTED MEASURES 
AGAINST IMPORTS. 


Remarkable statements about the position 
of the milk marketing scheme were made by 
Mr. 8. G. Foster, Managing Director of the 
Milk Marketing Board, at a meeting of the 
Conservative Parliamentary Agricultural Com- 
mittee, held in the House of Commons last 
night. 

Mr. Foster suggested that it will be neces- 

sary to take measures against milk imports, 
as it is estimated that there will be a surplus 
of forty million gallons of liquid milk in this 
country next spring. Representations are 
being made to the Government, 
_ Mr. Foster gave some interesting figures 
in describing the magnitude of the Board’s 
task. le said that one million communica- 
ticns had been handled in two months. On 
Monday of this week there were no fewer 
than 17,000 letters for that day alone, and 
this total, he suggested, outpaced even the 
record of the Britash Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion. 

Mr. Foster stated that tha contract price 
for milk was settled by arbitration only six 
days before the new contracts were to come 
into force, and these contracts numbered 
some 65,000. 

During the twenty-six days of October 
the Board handled 60,000,000 gallons of 
milk, of which’ 9,000,000 gallons were <cold 
through the agency of producer-retailers, and 
41,000,000 gallons were sold off the í “ms 
to distributors and manufacturers. During 
the same month the Board paid £2,200,000 
to producers and would ultimately have a 
turnover of from £3,000,000 to £4,000,000 
per month. The staff dealing with this vast 
organisation numbered employés, and 
such was the initial pressure that they had 
at times to work two or even three shifts a 
day.

PILOT'S DESCRIPTION OF 
AIR COLLISION, 


Giving evidence yesterday at the inquest 
at Milton, near Pewsey, Wiltshire, on the 
two Royal Air Force men killed in a mid- 
air collision there on Monday, Mr. H. D. 
Cole, a farmer, stated that he saw the 
machines go into each other. In a few 
seconds they crashed, one passing only a 
few feet above his head. 

The airmen killed were Pilot Officer 
John Griffith Owen Llewellyn and Pilot 
Sergeant John Cyril Hopkins, of the 17th 
Fighter Squadron, Upavon, Wiltshire. 
They were engaged on fighting practice at 
the time. Sergeant Hopkins was a native 
of Dublin. 


A FARMER’S ESCAPE, 


Describing the fall of the machine, Mr. 
Cole said: “ They fell, locked together, for 
some distance, and four distinct flames 
appeared. Then the machines separated. 
In a second one of the burning machines 
came oer my head, and I could fee] the 
heat of the flames. It crashed only 15 
yards from where I stood. | 

“When the ’planes separated I saw the 
pilot of one fall like a stone, and I found 
him dead near his machine, which had 
crashed not far from the other one. The 
parachute of the pilot sergeant was out of 
mrs: but it was not open.”’ 

er, Cole added that an explosion ir: the 
petrol tank prevented him from rescuing 
the other pilot, who was trapped in the 
cock-pit. 


WHAT A PILOT SAW. 


Flight-Lieutenant Reginald Pyne, com- 
mander of the flight, said that he was in 
the air about a mile north-east of Upavon, 
when he saw a ball of fire about a mile 
away and at an altitude of over 4,000 fect. 
He then saw a trail of smoke stretching 
upwards from the fire and curving away to 
the west, which showed that the 'planes 
had not collided head on. 
tinued in a straight course together, slowly 
losing height, and had then dropped. 

hen over one thousand feet from the 
ground the ball of fire divided into two 
parts. He saw something falling between 
the two machines. He presumed that this 
was one of the pilots. 

Hopkins was an experienced pilot, and, 
Pilot Officer Llewellyn had carried out four 
such practices previously. 

Evidence was given that the machines 
were perfectly airworthy, and a verdict of 
accidental death in each case was returned.

LABOUR PARTY'S 
OPPOSITION, 


SECOND READING 
CARRIED.

HEN the debate on the motion for 
W the second reading of the Unemploy- 
ment Bill was resumed in the House 
of Commons to-day Mr. McGovern said that 
the independent Labour Party objected to 
the measure in any shape or form. What 
they desired was a not-contributory form ol 
benefits and adequate allowances for the 
unemployed. He made a strong persona! 
attack on the Prime. Minister, who, he said, 
was contaminated by his association with 
the Londonderrys and others, who were. his 
daily companions. : 

Lord Kustace Pery said that the 
Unemployment Assistance Board tight well 
be the greatest organ of remedial action which 
bad been planned in this country for two 
generations. On the other hand, the Board 
might be a mere piece of bureaucratic 
machinery, handing out payments to persons 
in need. In committee they would have to 
see that the Board had this.remedial action. 

Mr. Lunn did not think that the bill would 
be of much service to the unemployed. Kt 
did not meet their claim for adequate main- 
tenance from national funds. 

Mr. Dingle Foot said that in many parts of 
the country the bill had been recetved with 
disappomtment and misgiving. Local aathort- 
ties were led to believe that they would be 
relieved of the whole burden of the able- 
bodied unemployed, but as it turned out they 
would have to provide 60 per cent, of the 
expenditure for the present year, without hav- 
ing any voice in the way in which the money 
was spent. 

Sir William Brass said that the bill was 
good in parts, but there was room for 
criticism in regard to the administration of 
the means test. He quoted the case of an 
old-age pensioner in receipt of 10s. a week, 
who had living with him bis daughter, who 
received Qs. weekly from the Public 
Assistance Committee. The daughter on two 
davs a week went out charing and earned $8s., 
and when the Committee got to know of this 
they reduced the whole of the 9s. previously 
paid. The net result of the woman getting 
employment was that one shilling less came 
into the home 

Dr. Salter stated that the Government, by 
this bill, were creating a C3 population The 
measure gave legislative sanction to the 
deliberate starvation of millions of people.

MR. LANSBURY’S CRITICISM. 


Mr. George Lansbury (Leader of the Opposi- 
tion) described the bill as reactionary. He 
said that it set up an entirely new poor law 
and a statutory body which was irremovable 
except by petition to the Crown. He pro- 
tested against the means test, and said that 
the people administering public assistance in 
East London were ladies and gentlemen from 
the West End, who might know all about 
a dinner at the Ritz, but who knew nothing 
about the dinners of the people im the East 
End. He urged*that the whole barden of 
expenditure in connection with unemployment 
should be borne by the State, as it was 
really a national problem. 

When Mr. R. 8. Hudson (Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Labour) rose to wind 
up the debate for the Government there were 
Lahour shouts of “Where is the Prime 
Minister? Mr. Hudson raid that what they 
were aiming at in this bill was to set. up a 
sound insurance system, tree from any hint 
or suspicion of a dole. If that system was to 
survive it was absolutely essential that it 
should be free from the instability of principle 
ard finance which charavterised the scheme of 
1911. As to Part 2 of the bill, its great featare 
was that the destitution test did not form the 
basis of it, and the allegetion of the Opnosi-

NANKING’S. REQUEST 1C 
POWERS.

The request of the Nanking'Government 
that the Powers should evacuate their 
nationals from the danger zone in Fukien 
province, where Genera! Tsai Ting-kai has 
carried out a secessionist coup, is made 
in order that it may be free to press home 
its attack on the rebels. 

The Foreign Office in Nanking <advises 
early evacuation from Foochow and Anicy, 
where a number of British families live, 
apart from certain other centres. It 's 
learned that there are very few British or 
other foreign subjects in the interior of 
the province. 

The British destroyer, Whitehall—8th 
flotilla China—and the American gun- 
boat, Asheville, are standing by at loo- 
chow to protect their natiouals, and the 
Japanese authorities are taking similar 
steps, as there are over 2,000 Japanese 
subjects living at Poochow and Amoy. 

Further punitive action is expected 
shortly on the part of the Nanking 
ich has abready ko: 
four towns in the seceding province.; 

Genera! Tsai Ting-kai, who has déclare:l 
the independence of Fukien province, is 
commander of the 19th Route Army, and 
distinguished himself during the Chinese 
resistance to the Japanese advance on 
Shanghai two years ago. 

{ Nore.—The Chinese M inister in London, 
Dr. Quo Tai chi, told Reuter yesterday 
that the Canton aathorities had published 
a manifesto declaring definitely that they 
would have no connection with the Fukien 
rebels, whom it was rumoured earlier thas 
they might support. The Minister add-«i 
that the latest information from China 
implied that the only danger was that 
the rebels might link themselves with the 
Communist stronghold in South Kiangsi, 
the neighbouring State.
